¢ when the like Compiaints were not as frequent, and 

‘as well-grounded.’ Bur there isa Branch of the 

general Complaint, which, at this Junéture, is the 

moft unjuft that can be imagined. In almoft all the 

Political Effays we meet with a lamentable Cry of the 

Want of Publick Spirit; when it is in every one’s 

Knowledge, that there is fuch an abounding of Pxb- 

lick Spirit of all Kinds amongft us, that very lutle 

Private is Rtirring ; which is the true Reafon of the 

Want of Trade, fo much in every one’s Mouth. 

‘There is hardly one Man in Ten who minds his own 

Bufinefs fo much as that of the State ; or who is half 

fo much concerned for the. Welfare of himfelf and 
Family, as for that of the Publick. 

Ie we look into the Hiftories of thofe Times, when 
Publick Spirit was moft triumphant, which was after 
the Acceffion of the Swarts to the Throne of Eng- 
land : When the Attempts againft Liberty wefe more 
barefaced and outrageous than ever they had been 
in the Reigns of the worft of our Norman Kings, we 
fhall find tnat generous Spirit animated only the An- 
cient, the Wile, the Sober, the Virruous; but in 
our Days, the Young, the Weak, the Fop, the Sor, 
and the Rake, in the Midtt of their feveral Follies 
and Vices, are the moft ftrenuous and loud Members 
of che New Country-Party. Nay, this is fo notorious, 
that nothing is more common than fora young Fel- 
low, of any Fortune and Figure in the World, upon 
the leaft Difcontent or Difguft, cither Private or 
Publick, inftead of taking to his Glafs, and putting 
ir our of his Head with a Bottle, or to a Pretty 
Wench, and marrying her out of Spite, as was for- 
merly the Cuftom ; nothing, I fay, is now more 
common, than for fuch a one to turn Patriot, and fo- 
Jace him{elt with that which was wont to be the Bane 
pf other Men's Quiet and Pleaiure, the Care of the 
Commonwealth. 

Amonc all the Republicans in the Parliament, 
uring the dreadful and deplorable Anarchy, after 
he Martyrdom of the King, there were but Two 
whom Oliver, when he turned them out of Doors, 
ould charge with Drinking and Wenching ; and 
hefe Two were Sir Peter Wentworth and Harry 
fartin. But where now does Publick Spirit prevail 
ore than in Clubs of Burgustdy and Arrach-Punch ?. 
And what Heads and Hands are more employ’d in 
Politicks, than thofe that have been bufy’d moft in 
illet-doux and Madrigals ? 

Amone the Commonwealthfmen in the Rump 
nd Cromawel’s Days, I meet with but one who left his 
ountry Delights for the Fatigues of State, and that 
as General Lambert ; whole greateft Pleafure, next 
0 ferving his Country, was the cultivating and beau- 
fying his Garden: But now-a-days, the keeneft 
portiman and Fox-Hunter, that ever was bred 

ong Hounds and Odober, does not think much to 
change the agreeable Care of his Dogs and Horfes, 

t the puzzling ones of State and Government ; 
d no fooner gets within the Smoke of a Weftminfter 
Himney, than he breathes the fame Political Air 

did Cato and Brutus: And if he cannot come up 

the Ancient Roman, he does, at leaft, affect and 

tate the Modern, in his Zeal both for Church 

d State ; which, in the true Notion off Publick 

irit, are the fame Thing, tho’ too often othcrwile 
brefented and underftood. 

® we fhould ftart from the Honourable and Wor- 

ptul to the Reverend on this Occafion, the bett 

ides for our Obfervation would be the Examples 
the Fir Reformers ; the Reformation being 


eftablifh’d, under Providence, by the Vigour and 
Prevalence of Publick Spirit, which, at that Time, 
f-em'd in them to have a different Point of View 
from the Prejent in fome of their Succefflors. ‘That 
of che former was more limited and abftraéted than is 
that of the Jatter. The former confined their Stu- 
dies to Scripturc, Annotations, and Paraphrafes ; and 
their Practice to Preaching, Praying, Alm{giving, 
and other Patioral Duties: The latter (rhote eipe- 
cially who live moft out of the Way of Intelligence 
and Information) extend their Publick Spiric much 
farther, and take in not only the next World but 
this, by haying an Eye tothe Adminiftration of the 
Government ; upon Elections for Members of Par- 
liament ; upon the making of Laws; levying of 
Taxes ; raifing and disbanding of Armies; fing 
out and laying up of Fleets; making Leagues and 
Treaties ; Peace and War; for which they have 
been well provided with Objervators, Rebear{als, Ex- 
aminers, Craft(men: And, it is likely, if there is not 
fomething forbidding in the very Tide of the New 
rapers Common Senfe, that too will be added to the 
Others. 

As to the inferior Orders of Men, Tradefmen, 
Mechanicks, Manutacturers, and Handicrafts, their 
Publick Spirit is fo predominant, that hardly any 
Private Bufinefs goes forward, when any fublick 
Work is to be done. For to fay nothing of Execu- 
tions, which carry away fuch Mulutudes every 
Sefhious and Affizes, to be Witneffes of the due 
finifhing of the Law, there’s fcarce an Alley in City 
and Suburbs but has a Coffee-houfé in ir, which 
may be called the School of Publick Spirit, wher 
every Man over Daily and Weekly Journals, a Mug, 
or a Dram, perhaps, notwithftanding the Gin-Aa, 
leatns the molt hearty Contempt of his own Perio- 
nal Sordid Intereft, to which he owes his Bread on- 
ly, and devotes himfelf to that glorious one, his 
Country ; where, as he manages it, he had the Hep- 
pinefs to be born and ftarve. For, after ail, 
it mitft be own’d, that the Publick pays pretty dear 
for this Branch of its Spirit, if there is any Thing in 
the Calculations of a Political Arithmetician of my 
Acquaintance, a great Studier of Grant, Petty, D* d- 
venant, and Daniel Foe. He makes ic ftand thus: 

He fuppofes 10 News and Polirical Papers to be 
publifhed daily, one Day with another, and that 1000 
of cach of them, one with ancther, is difperied, 
amounting in all to 10,000, which are each read and 
heard by 20 Perfons only, amounting in all to 200000, 
at the Lofs of half an Hour’s Labour to each Perion 
daily, and the Labour of fuch Perions, Manufacturers, 
and Handicrafts, being valued at 3d. an Hour cach 
only, the Lofs to the Publick by the Lofs of that 
Half an Hour’s Labour, amounts in the Year to about 
400,000 |. He gave it in round Numbers, there being 
no need of more Exaétnefs in fuch fort of Calculations. 
Now as the Value of Labour is to be preferred tw 
the Value of Gold and Silver Mines, the Lofs of 
400000 |. yearly for as many Years as the Debts of 
the Nation have been running up, will, if we turn 
itand wind it according to Trading, Manufacturing, 
and Mechanical Intereit, which in many Cafes may 
be 100 per Cent. amount to more than all rhofe Debts 
of the Nation; Therefore by better Reafoning than 
we have yet had from the Craft/man, or his Supplanter 
Common Senfe, thofe Debts ought to be imputed 
rather to the contagious Itch of News and Politicks, 
than to the unavoidable Neceilities of the State. 

I am fenfible the Political Arithmeticians is far 
from being extravagant in his Calculations, etpecially 
as to the Labour at 3d. an Hour; a Cobler, a Tinker, 
a Burcher can get chat ; and if a Second-hand W ork- 
man can do it, what muft thofe get who work at the 
firft Hand ; and befides their own Labour have the 
Profit of that of Journeymen and Prentices, which 
by hunting News Houfes, they in a great meafure 
lofe: Their Abfence from their Houtles occafioning 
Idlenefs intheir Servants, by which the Lofs in their 
Labour is encreas’d Two, Three, and perhaps Ten- 
fold in the Half Hour, which is a fmall Allowance 
for chefe Matters, and of thefe chiefly confift the 
Runners after Papers of News and Politicks. This 
Propotmion is capable of being extended many Ways, 
to the Lofs of other and greater Perfons Time and 
Profit, and to an Immenfity of Lofs to the Publick 





by it, befides the drawing on a Habit of Loitering 
and idic Expences. 

Howevra, if we fhould refine ever fo little on 
this Matter, we fhould find fomething in ovr modern 
Publick Spivit, more delicate and dilinterciled than 
that cf the ancient Greeks and Romens, as many 
Velumes as they and others have written upon ic: 
For ‘tis evident thof= Ancients verily believed, that 
by ferving the Publick, they ferved themtelves, and 
that t>e Good it reaped by ti in general, weuld cer- 
tain’'y be ciftributed, one way or other; to every In- 
dividual: But our Modern Pacriots are ( fur from 
acting upon fuch felfifh Motives, that when the 
Word Country Party, or Country Intereft is given out, 
they run after ic as furioufly as the Tucks after the 
Hor fes Tail, wihout the leatt Profpeet of Advantage 
to the Publick or themfelves, and very often the Con 
trary, Ruin and Mifery to both. 

Bu tr call thisa Lofs, or Itch, or what you pleafe, 
it certainly does nor arife from a private Spirit, from 
a Man’s fhutting himflf up within himfelf,. like a 
Snail in his Shell; but rather is like the Bravery of 
a Butterfly, who fpreads his frail Wings in a Crowd, 
tho’ he runs the utmoft Peril of perifhing for ic. 

J am apprehenfive the Enviers of the Glory of the. 
prefent Age may objeCt, that true Publick Sprit in- 
fpires only thofe that are qualify’d for its Imprethons, 
by extraordinary Station or extraordinary Genius, 
and that Men of light Heads or loofe Morals, are 
not capable of fuch divine Impulfes, and therefore 
that the Spirit which the Men before-mentioned are 
acted by, is more like that which troubled the Waters, 
than the enlightening Spirit, which shoved on the 
Face of the infant Deep. But not to enter into fuch 
Metaphorical Mazes, I fhall rather give into the 
blunt Opinion of a true Ariten, who, upon my reading 
this Letter to him, firil’d at rhe Clofe of it and faid, 
Give the Tip-tep of your Llevocs Places, and keep Gin from 
the Reft, and fee dvhat your Publick Spirit wilh come to. 
I would not run into the Reficétion made by a Fo- 
reigner onthe Heapsof Pofs, Journals, Differtations, 
and other Political Pieces, printed and publifhed 
daily and weekly, that there are more of them printed, 
and more Men hanged in England. than in all Europe 
hefide. I fee no Connection in his Obfervation, un- 
lefs one fo fer ferch'd, as that News and Politicks 
make Men idle; that Idlenefs begets Poverty ; that 
Poverty makes Rogues, from which the Tranfition 
to Tyburn ts but too natural. 
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ETTERS from Florence fay, That certain Per-
